previous use, needs of the land and 
the value 'of the crop for which it 
was requested.

unprecedented year of revenue. A 
big surplus, larger than anticipat- 
ed, has accumulated, and the at- 
torney general has held it could 
be partly used now.

sent out a warning note that chil- 
dren's rights in wartime are very 
apt to be infringed. 


In relaying the warning to Hemp- 


,tead County homemmakcrs, Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, county home 
demonstration agent, listed the fol- 
lowing precautions specified by the 
Bureau which should be taken by 
the public in general: 


'••,' 1. Guard children from injury 
in danger zones. These

Anniversary 


May 21 is the 61st anniversary of 


hat mild spring evening when a 
ittle group of men and women 
gathered in Clara Barton's house 
on Eye street, Washington, and 
organized what now is the Amor- 
can Red Cross. 


Somehow it seems presumptuous 


,o introduce the Red Cross to the 
American public. Its achievements 
n the field of applied mercy, its 
contributions to the alleviation of 
suffering, in war and peace, would 
seem to have publicized this mag- 
nificent organization "far above 
our poor power to add or detract." 


And yet, sometimes we take for 


granted the benefactor who always 
stands ready with a helping hand. 
We forget that behind 
unstinted 


generosity lies the self-sacrifice of 
.housands whose glory it is to serve 
humanity. 


In time of peace we think of the 


Red Cross, most of us, on two oc- 
casions. One is when we make a 
little donation for the annual roll 
call. The other is when some major 
disaster—earthquake, 
flood, 
fa- 


mine, explosion—brings into swift 
play the efficient machinery which 
lias been built up over the Gl years 
since Clara 
Barton 
started 
the 


movement in this country. 


But today we arc reminded of the 


Red Cross dramatically by what it 
is doing for our soldiers, sailors 
and marines. 


The Red Cross is sending food 


and clothing to Americans imprison 
ed in Italy and Germany, is check- 
ing prison camp conditions, is ar- 
ranging for mail to reach our boys 
captured by the Japanese. 


Already some 600,000 sweaters, 


socks, 
mufflers, 
helmets, 
sea 


boots, scarfs and other knitted art- 
icles have been shipped to our 
fighting men. More than 7,000,000 
garments have been sent for the 
relief of war victims. 


More than 
30,000,000 surgical 


dressings have been made and sent 
to Europe, and more than 40,000,000 
to our own Army und Navy hospi- 
tals. 


The Red Cross is operating 18 


blood donation centers, seeking to 
collect 1,280,000 pints of blood for 
transfusions for the wounded. 


It is estimated that of all the men 


who have passed through our army 
camps, one out of eight has re- 
ceived assistance from the Red 
Cross. 


These are figures, accurate but 


neither cold nor hard. They are 
figures of mercy, made possible 
because millions have 
donated 


money and thousands have given 
of themselves, in work. 


This is not an appeal for money. 


The Red Cross has no financial 
drive on now. 


This is just a reminder of a very 


few of the things that the Red Cross 
on its 61st birthday, is doing for 
the relief of distress. 


Can you help? Don't be so mod- 


est. The Red Cross will need more 
workers than it ever can hope to 
obtain. 


Curfin Warns 
of New Threat 
to Australia 


By the Associated Press 


The Par Pacific war theater took 


on ominuous new significance Wed- 
nesday as Australian Prime Min- 
ister John Cm-tin warned that the 
"tempo of the struggle is increas- 
ing and our fighting men hourly 
face the supreme test." 


Curtin's statement possibly hint- 


ing at the imminence of a new Jap- 
anese invasion threat followed up- 
on China's warning Tuesday that 
Japan was preparing a major of- 
fensive to crush Chiang Kai-Shek's 
main Chinese armies and knock 
China out of the war. 


General MacArthur's headquar- 


ters said American and Australian 
flyers 
continued 
their 
scouting 


sweeps over the northern islands 
where the Japanese are reported 
massing new armadas for a possi- 
ble thrust toward Australia. 


On the Burma front British head- 


quarters announced "no changes" 
as British rearguards awaited con- 
tact with Japanese troops driving 
up the Chindwin river valley toward 
India. 


Heavy rains drenched the Yun- 


nan front in the desolate mountains 
of southern China just above Bur- 
ma where the American Lt. Gen. 
Joseph Stilwcll's Chinese armies 
are attempting to check the ad- 
vance of the Japanese up the Bur- 
ma road. 


Probably worried over the pros- 


pects of renewed air attacks on Ja- 
pan, 
the Japanese were reported 


continuing their southward sweep 
in Chekiang Province on the China 
coast south of Shanghai. Bases 
there would be in close range for 
raids on Japan. 


Meanwhile British headquarters 


announced that the RAF offensive 
against the Japanese forces in Bur- 
ma "continued to increase in scale 
and frequency."

LITTLE ROCK — (/!>)— Governor 


Homer M. Adkins called upon chief 
xcculives of six adjoining states 
Vcdncsday to join Arkansas in the 
stablishment of a 40 mile highway 
peed limit as a move to forestall 
asolinc rationing in this oil pro- 
ucing area. 
The request went by telegraph to 
overnors of Oklahoma, Missouri, 
iDuisiana, .Mississippi, Texas and 
'ennessce. 
Adkins said the two principal 
easons as outlined for making gas- 
line rationing nation-wide were to 
onscrvc rubber and to free tank 
ars from hauling gasoline and fuel 
o the east. 


"I believe that if Washington of- 


icials were informed that we were 
citing the pace in seeking to con- 
ervc rubber 
by reducing speed 


imits they would be more willing 
o accept the viewpoint that ration- 
ng should not be extended to our 
rea. 
"There is no reason why Arkan- 


as consumption of gasoline should 
>e curtailed, however, we arc wili- 
ng to do everything to win the 
ivar."

Tires by 1944 


"It will be the latter part of 


1043 or early nart of 1944 before 
Americans can get tires built of 
synthetic rubber for civilian use," 
H. J. Geiger, Little Kock, repre- 
sentative of Standard Oil Company, 
told th Hope Kiwanis club in their 
noonday luncheon on Tuesday. 


In a program

Charles W. Tarpley the 
speaker 


said, "Every American can con- 
tribute to the war effort by sav- 
ing tires. For tires arc vital to 
the winning of the war." Mr. Gcig- 
er pointed out that motorists could 
add one years life to their present 
tires, provided they are in good 
condition, by not driving more than 
40 miles per hour. That they could 
add three months more if tires are 
over-inflated, that is, inflated more 
than tire specifications call for, and 
that three months could be added 
to the life of the tire by avoid- 
ing turning corners, starting or 
stopping your car too fajt. Six 
months can bo added to the life 
of tires by rotating them from 
wheel to wheel every 5000 miles. 
He recommended that the spare 
be put in use in the rotation of 
tires.

May Enlarge 
Bridge Project 


The bridge which Pike, Hemp- 


stead and Clark counties propose to 
put across Little Missouri river on 
the Hope-Delight route may be a 
more elaborate project than at first 
planned, County Judge Fred Luck 
of Hempstead reported Wednesday. 


Judge Luck returned from Little 


Rock Tuesday night where he and 
Judge Kizziah of Pike county and 
Judge Wells of Clark county con- 
ferred with Capt. L. R. Limerick, 
'WPA state engineer. 
^nVith -V/PA rfd it .may . be pos-' 
sible to put down concrete piers 
and construct a modern highway 
from the end of the present Delight 
road in Pike county to the river's 
edge. Captain Limerick said, how- 
ever, he wished the judges to hold 
up the project until WPA appropria- 
tions are settled for the next fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. 


The delay, therefore, will be 30 


to 45 days, Judge Luck said. But 
he added that if WPA appropria- 
tions aren't forthcoming the three 
county judges are definitely agreed 
on proceeding with their original 
plan, spending $3,500 to put down 
piling for the bridge support, and 
to improve the roads leading to 
the bridge site. 


The bridge is an iron structure 


formerly located on Ozan creek, 
and is to be moved to the new 
site on Little Missouri river, vast- 
ly shortening the distance 
from 


Hope to Delight, the rivcrbottom 
section of Pike county.

His house has 
a sod roof, and he says he works 
hard to keep a patch of ground 
over his head. 


Mahoney is the only gag specia- 


list still flourishing in the movie 
industry. Hollywood used to be 
full of joke-adapters, most of whom 
have moved into the booby-hatch 
or radio. Mahoney survived the 
pnddcd-ccll school of vaudeville 
and radio scripting and has escap- 
ed into the film studios. He now is 
regularly under contract to M-G-M 
where he functions as a consultant 
in pepping up sequences or whole 
screen plays which have gone flat. 


Just now, his services are being 


rented to Warner Brothers to brigh- 
ten up the screen version of 'George 


Washington Slept Here.' The play 
was mostly sprightly dialog writ- 
ten by George Kaufman and Moss 
Hart, but motion pictures require 
movement as well as blush-proof 
lines, and Mahoney is helping to 
provide same. "I keep having to 
change the whole picture to work 
in Wilkie's-gags," grumbled Wil- 
liam Keigbley, the director.

seems pleased, though, and so are 
Ann Sheridan and Jack Benny, the 
principals.

Mahoney never 
has filed a single clipping, and 
his aversion to such blantant piracy 
is enhanced by the fact that thou- 
sands of the witticisms, epigrams 
and puns which he has borne out 
of hard labor have been popping 
up for almost 20 years in the thin 
disguises provided by hack humor- 
ists. 


He came up the hard way— along 


a route that parallels the rise from 
lowly burlesque of some of today's 
greatest comedians. After graduat- 
ing from Santa Clara University., 
.Mahoney hurried to Hollywood 'and 
hammed around for a few years in 
the hope of being a new Slim Sum- 
merville;" His natural diffidence 
probably licked him.

It was so.icy-cold in this summer 


resort that we gathered all day 
long around the tiny stove. Water- 
pipes burst, flooding one room, the 
toilet didn't work-and the water for 
shaving was like ice. 
We slept 


under our own sweaters, overcoats 
and shirts. 


Helmeted soldiers, 
with 
rifles, 


pistols and bayonets, guarded us 
incessantly. Supper, per man, con- 
sisted of two slices of bread, ersatz 
coffee, one pat of butter. We lined 
up for lunch, when slumgullion was 
ladled out. For breakfast, there 
were two slices of dark bread, 
ersatz coffee and synthetic marma- 
lade. 


Foreign Office propaganda of- 


ficials who visited us once profes- 
sed amazement at our situation, 
claiming that we were arrested 
without their knowledge. 
It was 


hinted nevertheless, that we were 
no worse off than Germans held on 
Ellis Island. 


Germans Steal 
Personal Property 
Freedom from Brunau came on 


the night of December 13, during a 
dinner for my birthday. As the 
newspaper men went over to the 
Embassy, all thought that we would 
be out of Germany in two weeks. 
But five long, weary months were 
ahead" at Bad Nauheim. 


Returning to Berlin from Grunau, 


we discovered that our personal 
possessions had been rummaged 
through, and were considerably de- 
pleated. My hausfrau happily de- 


clared: "Your stuff's here just as 
you left it." 
But I found rrtlssing 


my personal notes, photos, letters, 
memoirs 
of 
my 
experience in 


France when the Germans cam6 in. 
Also gone were cocoa, tea, coffee, 
soap, butter and ham I had laid by 
for the winter. En route to Bad 
Nauheim cards, suspenders/ shirts 
and shoes disappeared from my 
trunk. 


We found Nauheim attracticely 


within sight and sound of British 
raids on Frankfurt. 
The Grand 


Hotel is the town's most luxurious, 
but facilities were not functioning 
properly, due to lack of use since 
before the war. 


Gestapo Approves 
Sporadic "Riots" 
Embassy Counsellor Leland Mor- 


ris directed us to conduct our- 
selves "as in any first class hotel." 
Despite this strain on our imagina- 
tions, we toed the mark fairly well. 
Even our Gestapo guards sympa- 
thetically explained our occasional 
temperamental outbreaks as due lo 
"arrest psychosis." They said that 
a certain amount of spittoon-throw- 
ing and furniture-breaking was only 
natural, considering our long con- 
finement. 


The food was generally unpala- 


table, unnourishing and occasional- 
ly impossible—there was one serv- 
ing of rotten fish, for example. 
Potatoes that were frozen black 
and blue appeared regularly, and 
for weeks, in midwinter, we were 
never served fruit or -salad. 
A 


pitcher of milk cost forty cents. 


Sharp words often were exchang- 


ed between waiters and "guests" 
as a result of the service and dirty 
dishes. Then came feldkueche— 
field kitchen lunches on Mondays 
and Thursdays. 
These 
featured 


slumgullion, containing twenty to 
thirty grams of meat. 


The diet and the intense cold 


created an epidemic of skin rash. 
Many of us stayed in bed all day 
or warmed our hands over charcoal 
fires.

The speaker traced 
the history of synthetic rubber from 
the beginning until its present stale 
and forcefully denied that Standard 
Oil Company was responsible for 
the lack of synthetic rubber in the 
United States.

facilities for buying cigarettes or 
toothpaste and rarely for soap. Con- 
ditions improved afler our em- 
bassy lodged a prolest, via Wash- 
ington. 


However, the Germans obviously 


believed that they treated us well. 
Our food actually amounted to one 
and a half times the Germans' own 
rockbottom war rations. The Ger- 
mans were handicapped by the 
winter's extreme cold, railway tie- 
ups and the general depletion of 
foodstuffs. 


If internment had a bright side, 


it was provided by the internees 
themselves. 
Newsmen got out a 


paper. "The Nauheim Pudding," 
of which four editions were issued, 
plus one extra announcing "March 
Departure Probable." They also 
published the group's Who's Who. 
There were spelling bees and de- 
bates, in which the reporters de- 
feated the diplomats, but they lost 
the "baseball" trophy. 


Another time-passing enterprise 


was "Badheim University," which 
had a meteoric career with a Cur- 
riculum boasting classes in six 
languages, philosophy, law, litera- 
ture, and first aid, to say nothing 
of tap, ballroom and Indian danc- 
ing. 
There was also a series of 


lectures on spring sports. 


Frederick Oeshsner, of the United 


Press, received a special medal for 
directing Wednesday and Saturday 
,'entertainments. 
The newspaper- 


men organized a male sextet, which 
later expanded into an excellent 
chorus. From the lobby, the Gesta- 
po and hotel employes watched our 
shows with goggle-eyed 
amaze- 


ment,'probably wondering how we 
could be so carefree during war. 
The Germans banned some enter- 
tainments, such as kite-flying, and 
branded dandelion-picking as larc 
eny. 


Listened to 
London Radio 
One group evaded the radio ban 


by listening lo London every nigh 
with a pocket battery set. Olhei 
diversions included a library, do- 
nated by the group, and a shopping, 
center, for bartering minor ilcms 


Mass, held for Calholics at „ 


nearby church, permitted furtive 
conversations with Latin Ameri 
cans. Other worshippers held Sun 
day services in the hotel. 


Our nearest link to America was 


the small river "Usa," along whose 
banks we walked mornings and af 
tcrnoons. Escape plans were num 
erous, but none was tried. Two 
temporary disappearances stirred 
wild rumors until the absentees 
showed up. 


All this ended when special trains 


carried us and the Ccnlral Ameri- 
cans from Bad Nauheim on the 
evening of May 12. We crossed the 
French frontier 
early 
the next 


morning. 


Witness German 
Military Maneuvers 
After a second night in the train, 


we were lodged in the Hotel Palais, 
at Biarritz, where food was prac- 
tically non-existent. The morning 
of our departure from there, we 
were treated to ostentatious ma- 
neuvers by a German regiment, 
practicing landings along the beach 
bordering the hotel. There were 
smoke screens, heavy firing by 
guns of all calibers, and roaring 
war planes. 


Leaving Hendaye, we were not 


searched and were greeted by the 
Spanish with the most agreeable 
•'propaganda"—the best .of food, 
wine, service and friendliness. Ger- 
mans accompanying us were friend- 
ly and correct in all details. Amer- 
ican officials admirably supervised 
all the trip's details and handled 
with wisdom the prodigal celebra- 
tions of our departure from Axis 
territory. 


Taking events singly, internment 


was generally bearable. 
But the 


cumulative effect of time dragging 
on without hit or hope of departure, 
without word from friends or fam- 
ilies,'the German rations and other 
inconveniences, 
the 
night - long 


plodding of guards under our win- 
dows, plus the knowledge that ev- 
ery move was watched, every con- 
versation snooped upon, all add up 
to a drab chapter in anyone's life. 
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"You were' Ihe liveliest soldier in Hie veterans' parade, 
Uuclc Bill! I don'I sec why.(he Army turned you down.

Substitutes 
for Sugar 


Sugar substitutes can be used to 


stretch the allotment of sugar for 
canning, Hcmpstead county home- 
makers were informed Tuesday by 
Miss Mary Claud Fletcher, county 
home demonstration agent. 


Of the sugar substitutes, .includ- 


ing honey, corn syrup, corrt sugar, 
maple sugar and syrup, ttnd sorg- 
hum syrup, the white corn syrup, 
corn sugar, and honey, Miss Fletch- 
er said, form the most satisfactory 
substitutes for cane and beet sugar 
in preserving and canning because 
of their mild flavor. Some of the 
dark syrups arc not suitable for 
canning, she explained, both be- 
cause of their stronger, flavor and 
because they arc not so highly re- 
fined and because they have im- 
purities which may interfere with 
the keeping quality of the pro- 
duct. 


Instructions prepared by Miss 


Mary E. Longhead of the Unlcvrs- 
ity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, concerning the use of sugar 
substitutes ii\ cunning and preserv- 
ing were listed by Miss Fletcher 
as follows: 


Proportions of sugar to fruit in 


canning and preserving arc based 
on bolli sweetening power and abil- 
ity of sugar to combine with fruit 
and produce desired lexturc and 
consislency, especially in jellies, 
jams, and preserves. In using s 
tups it is well to remember thai 
they contain more .water than su- 
gar, and thai some arc a different 
lype of sugar, and cannol be ex- 
pected lo yield exactly the snrm 
type of product as sugar. 


Canned foods and jellies can br 


made with three-fourths 
refined 


sugar and one-fourth corn syrup. A 
higher proportion of corn syrup 
could be used for canned fruits. 
Corn syrup is less sweet than sugar, 
both by weight and by measure. 
More will have to be used to re- 
place the sugar called for to make 
the product as sweet. Longer cook- 
ing will be required for jellies, pre- 
serves, and jams made using some 
corn syrup because of greater 
moisture content. Homcmakcrs can 
learn by a little experimenting just 
how much corn syrup they would 
need for canned fruits lo sweeten 
to suit the tastes of the family. 


Honey, oldest of the sweetenings, 


is especially good as a sweetening 
for raw fruits. It can replace half 
Ihe sugar in jellies, jams and pre- 
serves. If more than halt honey 
is used, Ihc flavor, consistency, 
and color of the product will br 
simewhat changed. One cup 
of 


honey is as sweet as one cup o

Fruits cooked in honey, whe- 
ther preserved or canned, retain 
their shape, flavor, and color and 
lexturc very well and keep satis- 
factorily. 


The same general directions for 


canning or preserving fruits using 
syrup in place of purl of the sugar 
should be followed as when all 
sugar is used, except that longer 
cooking may be required for some 
lypcs.
